Charles Wells, of Paris, also,

The dramatic arrest of Monte Carlo 
Wells, and Jeanne Burns, an actress, 
took place on his steam yacht, Excel- 
sior, at Fairmouth -n January 20 last. 
Wells, who was said to have had some 
thirty-six allases, twice broke the 
.bank at Monte Carlo in 1892-and won 
some $200,000 at the tables in five 
days. This was the feat that was 
commemorated in the well-known 
song: The Man who Broke the Bank 
at Morte Carlo.” During the hearing 
of the present case he said: I broke 
the Bank not once, but ten times, 
and gained altogether $400,000. 

Wells was sentenced at the Old| 
Bailey in the following year to eight 
years’ penal servitude for obtaining 
over $150,000 by false pretences of 
selling certain patents. One of these 
he asserted, would economize fuel on 
steamships.
